of the Illinois S heriffs’ Assn , p ro -1 
testing the state police behavior. 
Miller said the patrolm en re tu rn ­ 
ed to the wreck scene about 45 
m inutes 
later 
afte r 
raiding

M anners Club n ear Johnston City 
w here they picked up nine slot m a­ 
chines. 
"I 
have 
no objection to state 
police m aking gam bling raids in 
my county but is picking up a slot 
m achine more im p ortan t than a 
person s life?” M iller said. "I think 
their first job ;>hould be handling 
traffic.”

West to Offer 
Peace Plan for 
Author with Anti-American Views

Awarded Nobel Prize for Literature 
vCriflflll Unify 


STOCKHOLM (UPI— A u th o r Hall- 
dor KH tan Laxness of Iceland, a 
onetim e monk known for his a n ti-1 
A m erican 
views, today 
won 
the 
1955 Nobel Prize for literature. 
The 18 m em ber Swedish A cade­ 
my aw arded him the tax free cash 
aw ard of $86,720 and the plaque 
th at goes with it for his sensitive 
novels of th** little man in the cold 
m ountain w astelands of Iceland. 
The 53 year-old Laxness, is a win­ 
ner of the Stalin Prize, and this 
fact was believed to have weighed 
against him during the eight years 
he was considered for th e Nobel 
award 
Laxness, born H alldor Gundjons* 
son, lived lor three years rn tne 
U nited States but left in 1930 after 
a put)!ic clam or against him. 
A merican novelist E rn est H em ­ 
ingway won out over Laxnass last 
year. 
Laxness, who term s him self an 
■‘idealistic Socialist,” has publicly 
deplored the North A tlantic T reaty 
O rganization 
which includes Ice 
land. 


He has said he is w ithout partic­ 
ular leanings tow ard Russia, b u t 
has been a favorite in the Commo 
nist literary world. 
Many of his 
earlier w ritings attacked life in the 
U nited States. 


R un nersu p to Laxness were be­ 
lieved to have been French poet 
St. Jo h n Per.se. Icelandic moralist 
G u nn ar 
G unnarsson, 
and 
exiled 
Greek novelist Nikos Kanzantzakis. 
Laxness w rote eigh t novels, but 
only one. "In d ep en d en t People,” 
was published in the U nited States. 
It 
was 
about 
Icelandic 
cottage 
farm ers 
and 
was 
a 
Book-of-the- 
m onth Club selection five years 
ago. 


The au th o r has been in hot w'atcr 
with U. S. im m igration authorities. 
He first tried to e n te r the United 
States in 1922. 
O rdered back to 
D enm ark, he em braced Catholicism 
and e n te re d a Belgian m onastery 
as a monk. 
He left one y ear later 
to resu m e 
writing 
poetry, short 
.stories and novels. 
He m arried 
twice.
